Burial brings back grief of war 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Old sorrow* 


were revived Friday as the remains of 
five World War II airmen were buried 
together at Arlington National Cemetery 
28 years after their bomber vanished 
into an Asian jungle. 
Their burial, in a single casket, took on 


added poignancy because it fell on the 
anniversary of the 1942 Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor which propelled the 
United States into World War II. 


The pain seemed to return slowly as 


three mothers, a father, a former wife 
and other survivors of the airmen lis- 


tened to the words of a Roman Catholic 
and a Protestant chaplan. 


Tears flowed by the time the service 


ended at the grave amid the mournful 
notes of taps and a hymn played by the 
Army band. 


The five men, all in their 20s, were 


reported missing on Aug. 7,1949, only a 
week before the end of the war. Their B24 
bomber was on a gasoline hauling mis- 
sion from China to India flying over 
dangerous mountains called the 
"hump" in monsoon weather. 


They were never seen or heard from 


again. Their remains were discovered a 
few months ago when the wreckage of 
their four engine plane was discovered 
in dense jungle high in the mountains 
south of Imphal, Inaia. 


With the help of "dog tags" found at 


the scene, records, and laboratory 
examination, it was decided the remains 
were those of:

Because of the conditions of the 


remains, it was decided to bury them 
together. 
The casket was carried to the grave on 


a black draped gun carriage drawn by 
six matched gray horses. 


After the service ended with 30 sharp 


volleys of rifle fire, the 36 surviving 
relatives walked slowly away. 
Mrs. Stella Ysukaitis, mother of one of 


the five, paused briefly and placed her

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Truckers given 
promises of aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A truck 


drivers' rebellion that resulted in 
blockaded highways has dropped into 
low gear after a federal agency promised 
concessions. 
Truck drivers began leaving a truck 


stop near Lamar, Pa., today after seven 
drivers were arrested for stopping their 
vehicles on Interstate 80. About 1,000 
drivers had gathered at the "Stop 64" 
during the past two days, awaiting the 
outcome of negotiations between their 
leaders and Washington officials. 
"We're going to keep on truckin'," 


said Thomas "Wisconsin Man" Stanley, 
a trucker from Waterford, Wis. He said 
only about 200 trucks were at the stop 
early today. 


About 700 truckers, threatening to 


block the Ohio turnpike near Toledo, 
called off their protest today and also 
began dispersing. 


The trucker gatherings in Lamar and 


Toledo appeared to be the last trouble 
spots in the nation to defuse. 


Meanwhile, 
Teamsters union 


President Frank Fitzsimmons arranged 
to meet today with President Nixon to 
discuss the truckers' grievances about 
fuel limitations, price gouging on fuel by 
some retailers and lowered speed limits. 


Fitzsimmons, who has not supported 


the truckers' sporadic blockades of 
major highways, met for more than an 
hour Friday night with William E. 
Simon, head of the new Federal Energy 
Administration. 


A delegation of four truckers who have 


negotiated in Washington with various 
government agencies went back behind 
the wheel after receiving a key conces- 
sion from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


Ex-White-House-aide 
granted loans by SBA 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Small 


Business Administration has certified 
two firms owned in part by a former 
White House aide as eligible for 
government contracts earmarked for 
"socially and economically disadvan- 
taged." 
Robert J. Brown, a former $36,000-a- 


year special assistant to President 
Nixon, owns a substantial part of each of 
the firms. 
Brown's Cade Services Inc. of Santa 


Ana, Calif., received an $863,651 contract 
July 31 from the Defense Department, 
with the SBA as the middle-agency 
negotiator. The job is operation of the 
mess halls at El Toro Marine Base in 
California. 


Brown made what the SBA called "an 


informal inquiry" Aug. 20 about getting 
a second Defense Department contract 
for food services at Ft. Lewis, Wash., the 
SBA said Friday. 


The SBA rejected that proposal Sept. 


1, said Assistant SBA Administrator 
Randall Woods, because "we wanted to 
see how much success he had on per- 
forming under the original contract." 


About three weeks ago, the Atlanta 


regional office of the SBA approved 
Brown's second firm, B&C Associates, 
as being eligible for the noncompetitive 
bid contracts. The contracts are negot- 
iated by the SBA from the rest of the 
government for the disadvantaged and 
minorities. 


The JCC agreed to revise its

After their meeting, both Simon and 


Fitzsimmons said chances were good for 
avoiding any nationwide demonstration 
by truckers. 


"If I wasn't an optimist I wouldn't be 


doing this," Simon said. "I think I can 
avoid that," he added m reference to a 
truck tie-up. 


Also attending the meeting were 


Transportation Secretary Claude S. 
Brinegar and trucking companies 
representatives and truck stop operat- 
ors. 


Fitzsimmons said he pressed he 


drivers' desire for nothing less than a 60 
mile-per-hour speed limit, but Simon 
-indicated the government felt it could 
not relax its 55 mile-perhour guideline 
under present circumstances. 


Ford defends Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Vice-President 


Gerald R. Ford rejects the idea that 
President Nixon's Watergate troubles 
have made him a political liability to 
fellow Republicans. 


Ford firmly defended the President at 


a news conference Friday less than 24 
hours after he took his oath as the nat- 
ion's 40th vice president. 


Many Republican lawmakers have 


privately expressed fears Nixon's low 
rating in public opinion polls may rub off 
on them. However, Ford said "If they 
had the opportunity to have the 
President appear, almost without ex- 
ception they would be glad to have him." 
Earlier, talking with newsmen during 


a picture-taking session outside the 
Senate chamber, Ford said "I don't 
think the President is a political liability 
to any candidate." 


In his first full day as vice president, 


Ford spent barely over an hour presid- 
ing over the Senate. 


He met for 45 minutes at the White 


House with President Nixon, where he 
was given a description of some vice 
presidential duties. He also received 
word that the President would present 
"some new programs" to Congress and 
reiteration that Nixon won't resign. 


Ford said he asked the President 


about that so he would know what to say 
when he appears Sunday on a television 
program. 


"The President has no intention 


whatsoever of resigning," Ford report- 
ed. "I have heard it before and it was 
reiterated to me this morning. 


"I personally do not think he should 


resign," the vice president added, not- 
ing also that he sees "no evidence 
whatsoever" to justify a House vote in 
favor of impeaching the President. 
Nixon is expected to release this month 
details ot ms finances and of his 
handling of the International Telephone 
& Telegraph Corp. and milk fund cases. 


"When all of the facts are out," the 


vice president said, "he did. assure me 
he will be completely exonerated. There 
will be no fair charges of involvement." 


Return to reservation status near 
as Senate passes Menominee bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A measure 


which would restore federal recognition 
to the Menominee Indians of Wisconsin 
—and result in a resumption of special 
federal aid —took a major step toward 
enactment Friday. 
The Senate approved the bill on a voice 


vote and returned it to the House, which 
had already passed it, for consideration 
of two technical amendments. 


One of the changes would direct the 


secretary of the interior to transfer the 
Menominee assets into trusts within a 
year, and the other would speed up the 
election of a new tribal government. 
Rep. Harold Froehlich, R-Wis., said 


the amendments were acceptable, and 
predicted quick approval of measure 
which ha* been endorsed by President 


•I think we can get the bill to the 
president and signed into law before 
Christmas," Mid Froehlich, a House 
sponsor of the measure.

"The termination of services for the 


Menominee Indians in 1961 proved a 
cruel blow," said Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., a Senate sponsor of the proposal. 
"As a result of that unjust policy, the 
Menominee Indians suffered extensive 
unemployment, a lack of adequate 
health and sanitation facilities and a 
general inability to meet the urgent 
needs of the citizens." 


Menominee Enterprises, Inc., which 


now controls the tribe's finances, has 
assets of about $36 million and liabilities 
of about $9 million. An aide to Nelson 
estimated that about $6 million in 
federal funds would to to the tribe in the 
first year after the act goes into effect. 


The Menominee legislation Is the first 


returning an Indian tribe to federal 
supervision. It is expected to lead the 
way for other tribes to take similar ac- 
tion. 


Attempts to gain enactment of similar 


legislation in the recent past had been 
blocked by Sen. Gordon Allow, k-Ceto., 
and Ren. Wayne Asptnall, D-Coto., both 
ot whom were defeated in the 1172 elec- 
tion. 


Nelson said the measure would bring 


about a vitally needed realignment of 
federal policy toward Indians. 
"For too long, we maintained a totally 


paternalistic attitude towards the 
American Indian, while denying to them 
the self-determination that lies at the 
heart of tribal government," Nelson 
said. 
"This legislation will direct this nation 


on a new course which will place the 
greatest amount of trust and respon- 
sibility in the hands of the Menominee 
people. It will emphasize maximum self 
determination, the maintenance of cul- 
tural pride and autonomy, and it will 
protect the rights of both Menominee 
and non-Menominees in the area." 


Sen. William Proxmire echoed his 


fellow Wisconsin Democrat's remarks. 


"Passage of the Menominee Restorat- 


ion act cannot confer the spirit of self 
determination on the Menomlnees for it 
is a spirit they already possess," he said. 
"But this legislation can and does open 
a new era of federal-Indian relations —a 
relationship founded not Mi paternalism 
bat in partnership, not hi suspicion but 
Hi trust."

themselves," a senior State Department 
official said. 


The stop is the first in a long trip that

give President Nixon a free hand in 
ordering gasoline rationing —a step he 
says is a last resort —is expected to reach 
the House floor next week. 
The House Commerce Committee on 


Friday approved the emergency bill 
which Chairman Harley 0. Staggers, 
D-W. Va., said "affects every person in 
the land." 
The legislation, requested by the 


President, also would slow clean air 
efforts to conserve fuel and would create 
a Federal Energy Administration. 


Meanwhile, the Senate approved 


unanimously a bill calling on the 
government to spend $20 billion toward 
making the United States self-sufficient 
in energy by 1985 


The 82-0 vote sends the measure to the 


House, where an environmental sub- 
c^mrmttee will meet Monday to consider 
it.Sen Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash , 
sponsor of the bill, said he hopes for 
House passage by February. 


The bill sets up an interagency group 


which Jackson said is designed to run 


in House 


the program until the government's 
energy efforts are reorganized on a 
long-term basis. 


"The highest priority on a short-time 


basis should include an all-out effort to 
burn coal directly under boilers and get 
rid of pollutants," Jackson said 


In the House, Chairman Staggers said 


he hoped the emergency energy bill 
would reach the floor on Wednesday The 
Senate already has passed legislation 
containing many of the provisions of the 
House bill 


However, committee members in- 


dicated that after expected House pas- 
sage of the bill, a lengthy Senate-House 
conference would be required to recon- 
cile the differing versions. 


Before approving the bill, the Com- 


merce Committee adopted an amend- 
ment that would temporarily exempt the 
petroleum industry from antitrust laws 
in order to work out common plans for 
allocating scarce fuels 


The bill would require car makers to 


meet the 1975 emission standards and 
suspend any further exhaust clean-up 
until 1977

Israeli "procrastination" in cease-fire 
talks at Kilometer 101 on the Cairo-Suez 
road jeopardized the Geneva talks. 


But today he said that, despite the 


impasse in those talks, which Egypt 
walked out of Nov. 29, "we shall 
cooperate fully with the United Nations, 
holding fast to the guarantees given to vs 
by the two superpowers."

in January, 1971.

The company was founded 13 years 


ago in Crystal Falls, Mich. Twice 
financial disaster had forced its clos- 
ing. 


Bailey comments in a film Medina 


shows that he set out to buy a 
helicopter and wound up with a whole 
company.

York said the statistics are 
necessary for the state to carry out the 
allocation program. 


Some of the oil companies have said 


they did not report because government 
forms came too late to comply with the 
Nov. 25 deadline. 


The Assembly has passed a bill which 
would allow the Wisconsin Public Ser- 
vice Commission to subpoena oil com- 
pany records, but the bill has not been 
acted upon by the Senate.

beautiful," he recalled. 


Then came the My Lai charges and 


everything went in reverse. 


The way the military justice system 


was supposed to work, he said, he 
should have been able to "...continue on 
and take off like nothing had happened" 
after the month-long military trial at 
Fort McPherson, Ga. 


"But I knew this was not the case. I 


had already seen too much of it. I saw 
how things went," Medina explained. 


"There were other individuals who 


were tried and acquitted (of My Lai 
crimes) and they've been virtually brow 
beaten," he said. "They had to get out." 


Medina added, "I wasn't going to let 


them do that to me." 


He wasn't going to "hide behind a 


filing cabinet" for the 3 1/2 years left to 
retirement, he said. 


Medina and his wife were Bailey's 


house guests one weekend shortly after 
he quit service. Medina had offers, but 
no job. Bailey put his client to work in 
his newly-acquired Enstrom Helicopter 
Corp.. 
Medina, who had never flown a 


helicopter, is now a vice president in the 
flourishing Upper Peninsula plant.

management classes at the University 
of Wisconsin at Marinette. He has three 
children. 


My Lai is best forgotten now, Medina 


believes. The news media brought it to 
the public's attention, and that was as it 
should be, he said. 


"But, like Watergate, we can't go on

talk to Appleton Rotarians about Ens- 
trom came when he told of joining the 
firm after his acquittal and his resig- 
nation from the Army.

The city has 20 days to answer the

A Janssen, Appleton. The summons was 
filed in Outagamie County Circuit 
Court. 


Appleton City Atty. David Geenen 


said Friday he had expected the town to 
file the court action after the city had 
refused to pay the permit. 


It was Geenen who led the cjty in 
negotiations with the town to lower its 
initial permit fee from $2,9W to JMW. At 


the time, the city attorney thought that 
the City Council would approve such a 
fee. 


Aldermen, however, contended that 


the town did not have the right to charge 
any fee for such an activity as long as 
the site operations conformed with state 
Department of Natural Resources sani- 
tary landfill standards. 


The city now dumps at the Town of 


Center site, which it owns, with neither 
a town or DNR permit. It is currently 
embarking on tests, however, which it 
hopes will qualify it for the state per- 
mit. 


The city has contended that the town 


has no legal authority to levy a permit 
fee annually for the dumping of city 
solid waste on the city-owned land. 
Dumping operations conform with state 
requirements, the city contends.

designated a floodplain by both the state 
and county. Sanitary landfill operations 
are prohibited in floodplain areas. 


The city has argued in the past, 


however, that the solid waste has built 
the site up to where it is now out of the 
floodplain level.

mittee decided Nov. 5 that it had "in- 
sufficient information" on which to 
grant the city's request for rezoning the 
land. It asked that the city, in conjunc- 
tion with the DNR, gather enough in- 
formation to show that the further 
dumping at the site would not produce 
harmful effects. 


The city was told in a letter from the 


DNR on Nov. 29 that it had until Jan. 30, 
1974, 
to conduct the necessary en- 


gineering, mapping and soil tests to 
show that the state could approve a 
license for the dump site for 1973-74. 
The last .license expired Sept. 30. 


The City Council last summer votedI 


not to pay the $600 fee, and during 
recent budget sessions the finance 
committee deleted $600 from the budget 
for the 1974-75 fee. 


In its summons, the town claims the 


city is violating the town ordinance 
requiring the fee, which calls for a fine 
of between $100 and $1,000 per day for 
violation or a term in the county jail of 
not more than 90 days. - 


The town also asserts that, besides 


violating its waste disposal ordinance, 
the city is not conforming with either 
DNR or county zoning regulations at the 
Mackville site. 


For violations between July 1 and 


Dec. 1, the town asks for not less than 
$15,300 or more than $150,300. If dump- 
ing at the site continues oast Dec. I, the

Pinella from the Kansas City Royals for 
relief pitcher Lindy McDaniel. 


-The Pittsburgh Pirates sent pitcher 


Bob Johnson to the Cleveland Indians for 
outfielder Bill Flowers. 
-The Philadelphia Phillies purchased 
relief pitcher Eddie Watt from the Bal- 
timore Orioles. 


—Tfie Phillies sold infielder Cesar 


Tovar to the Texas Rangers. 


—Texas sent infielder-catcher Bill 


Sudakis to the Yankees for a player to be 
named later or cash. 


-The Montreal Expos sold outfielder 


Felipe Alou to the Milwaukee Brewers. 


The explosive trading activity Friday, 


announced while the brass was literally 
clearing out of town, finished a short 
period during which 21 of the majors' 24 
teams made deals. Only the New York 
Mets, San Diego Padres and San Fran- 
cisco Giants failed to come up with 
anything at the 1973 affair.

An effort to improve educational 


standards and methods has resulted in 
a rare honor for St. Thomas More 
Catholic School. Sister Rose Ulmen, 
principal, recently brought home 
accreditation for the school from a 
special convention in St. Louis. 


That honor was full membership in 


ISACS (Independent School Association 
of the Central States). She discussed the 
program at a recent parent-teacher 
meeting. 


St. Thomas More is the only elemen- 


tary Catholic school in the state to be 
accredited. It is one of nine independent 
schools in Wisconsin to successfully 
seek the honor. 


The association comprises 15 states 


and has 120 member schools. Fifteen 
universities, including Lawrence, are 
affiliate members. 


The association, as expressed in the 


title, deals 
with "independent" 


philosophies. The goals are to preserve 
the freedom which enables such schools 
to practice these various philosophies of 
education, including religious instruc- 
tions and 
worship, Sister 
Rose 
explained. 


ISACS conducts a full-scale evalua- 


tion of each member school every seven 
years, insuring that the high quality of 
education is maintained. 


"Another function is to assist the 


member schools by providing consulta- 
tion and guidance services when 
requested," the principal said. 


"The organization also provides 


workshops and seminars for educators 
dealing with specific topics of basic 
academic disciplines and circulates 
newsletters and bulletins during the 
year," the nun stated. 


The reasons the school got involved in 


such a program, Sister Rose believed, is 
obvious. "We wanted to provide better 
education." 


After searching for an agency dealing 


with elementary accreditation for more 
than a year, St. Thomas More dis- 
covered and agreed with the goals of 
ISACS, the speaker said. 


"Their reasons for existing agreed 


with ours," the Franciscan nun said. 
"Their goal is to foster finest traditions 
of independent education, which would 
be recognized by top secondary .schools 
and colleges. 


"Our reasons, on the other hand, were 


to improve our own school through

self-examination and to promote the 
best educational opportunities for the 
children who seek our type of an 
education," Sister Rose added. 


The search by the school board ended 


in mid-June when ISACS agreed to the 
evaluation. The evaluation itself cul- 
minated when Sister Rose received the 
full-membership plaque Nov. 15, six 
months after an eight-man team visited 
the school for three days. 


"We received a great deal of praise at 


St. Louis," Sister Rose told her 
audience. 


"The committee members said there 


was evidence of not merely good dis- 
cipline in all grades, but a high degree 
of self-determination. 


"Rapport between the students and 


faculty was also praised, and it was 
called 
high calibre and 
clearly 


genuine." 


The physical plant was well arranged, 


clean and neat and deserved special 
note, the committee members had told 
Sister Rose. Good study habits, and 
general participation of students in 
classroom projects and extracurricular 
activities were also worthy of note. 


There were some weak points, all sent 


in 
with 
recommendations 
for 


strengthening the program, and most of 
them are being incorporated ,now, the 
principal said. 


Included were special teachers for art 


and physical education, a new social 
studies series, greater variety in library 
materials and a smaller grouping of 
students. 


One especially important area, Sister 


Rose believed, is the development of a 
nature study area on the corner lot, 
which is well under way. 


"The importance of accreditation is 


immense," she pointed out. "Secondary 
schools and colleges recognize us as 
providing quality education; teachers 
receive certification stating they are or 
have worked with an accredited 
program, and such schools have a bet- 
ter chance of getting grants and foun- 
dations," she added. 


It is also a good selling point for 


parents moving into an area, she said. 


"In short, we simply couldn't lose " 
Sister Rose said.

Despite membership 
decline, churches hit 
high in contributions

NEW YORK (AP) -Fewer are giving 


more. 
That's the evidence of new figures 


showing that contributions to the 
churches, which had sagged in recent 
years, are on the way up again. 


Several major denominations — 


Southern Baptists, United Methodists, 
the United Church of Christ -report the 
latest 1973 statistics bear out the upward 
trend. 


Yet the greater amount, in most cases, 


comes from a smaller number of people. 


According to the newly accumulated 


broader figures, Americans dropped 5.2 
per cent more into church collection 
plates last year than in the year before. 
The gain exceeded the 3.2 per cent rise 
in living costs bv nearlv 2 oer cent. 
The findings are based on a compilat- 


ion by the National Council of Churches 
of statistics from 39 denomination. Al- 
together they received $4.6 billion in 
1972, about $229 million more than in the 
previous year. 


The total does not include revenues of 


many other Protestant denominations 
nor the Roman Catholic Church. Count- 
ing these, indications are that the sum of 
United States religious giving is 
approaching $9 billion annually. 


However, as a partial but substantial 


index to giving habits in the country, the 
newest figures bring out the paradoxical 
aspect of more money coming from 
fewer people. 


Ten major denominations, all showing 


some losses in membership, reported 
receiving $2.6 billion last year —$88 
million more than before. Yet their 
overall membership declined 1.5 million 
to a total of 28.3 million. 


As a result, their membership losses 


average about 5 per cent, while their 
income gained 3.5 per cent, per capita 
giving averaged $103.33, up nearly 7 per 
centfrom the $96.74 of the previous year.

The American Baptist Churches, 


Christian Church (Disciples of Christ), 
Episcopal Church, Lutheran Church in 
America, Lutheran Church-Missouri

The more conservative Southern 


Baptist Convention, whose 12 million 
members make it the nation's largest 
Protestant body, reported contribution* 
slightly over $1 billion - the first 
Protestant body to top the billkm-dollar 
mark. 


The Southern Baptist gain was higher 


than most other groups -up $86 million 
from the previous year's (074 million " 
a gain of almost 10 per cent. Southern 
Baptists also gained members, but not at 
the rate of the revenue increase. 


A sampling of five smaller 


theologically conservative denominat- 
ions show gains in contributions at about 
the same rate as that of the overall group 
of 39 denominations. 


As in recent years, giving to local or 


congregational expenses outpaced the 
increases for national and world-wide 
church programs. 


Money kept at home for congregat- 


ional finances amounted to about 80 per 
cent of the total, with slightly under 20 
per cent going to the wider work of the 
churches. 


Churches which practice tithing 


showed the customary highest rate of 
per capita giving and the highest 
proportion of money given to causes 
beyond the local scene, with Seventh day 
Adventists topping the list. They 
averaged giving $417.20 a year each, 70 
per cent of which was allocated to nat- 
ional and international church 
programs.

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Open university plan 
gets regents' okay

MILWAUKEE (AP) -Traditional 


campus enrollments will decline over 
coming decades and the University of 
Wisconsin must turn to new markets for 
education, a UW administrator told the 
Board of Regents Friday. 


Donald K. Smith, UW senior vice 


president, said the proposed "regents 
statewide university" or open university 
program would be one effort to serve 
persons currently outside of the world of 
higher education. 


The regents approved the program 


Friday, but only after challenges from 
several regents and UW faculty spokes- 
men. 


Smith said projections show the 


"traditional collegiate population" will 
remain static through the 1970's and 
then decline in the 1980's. 


He said it was a mistake to think the 


UW had "pioneered in finding new ways 
to reach untapped markets" as in the 
statewide university program. 


"If we don't get started now, we won't 


be ready" as enrollments change and 
"will be left in a depleted market," 
Smith said. 


The program, as outlined in a report 


from Smith, would provide a method for 
persons who cannot attend classes full- 
time on campus to obtain bachelor's 
degrees. 


The plan would provide credit on an 


individual basis for vocational as well as 
educational backgrounds. 


Regent Roland Day of Madison ques- 


tioned whether the program would be 
used to supply degrees to persons who 
had dropped out of college, gone on to 
successful careers and wanted a college 
degree "for social purposes." 


Day requested more information from 


faculty members and others before act- 
ing on the proposal, and he moved that 
$528,500 to fund its first stages be deleted 
from the resolution. 


The board defeated Day's proposed 


amendment and voted to recommended 
the program to Gov. Patrick J. Lucey 
and the Legislature. 


Regent John Lavine of Chippewa 


Falls, a member of the task force which 
worked on the open university proposal, 
said it could be used by as many as 
500,000 persons in Wisconsin who now 
are unable to attend college and gain 
degrees. 


"We do not have a mechanism to serve 


that kind of person" for undergraduate 
or graduate studies, Lavine said.

Politics and gasoline 


President Nixon has always been a very political person. 
One of our criticisms of him throughout his tenure in the 


White House was that he appeared to consider the political 
implication of every policy or action as the most important. 
Since politics is the art of the possible, this was understand- 
able when he was running for office. Once he was 
President, it was not only unethical, it was self-defeating. 
Watergate is the most obvious example. 


Strangely enough the President seems to still be doing the 


same thing, although he is not eligible for a third term. It 
may be the habit of a lifetime or that he instinctively feels it 
necessary for future historians to hold him in a favorable 
light. 


The energy situation is a most current — and serious — 


example. 


No one seems to know exactly how bad the crisis is, how 


much petroleum is going to be available, how much goes to 
defense, industry, how much will be on hand for the little 
man and his business and pleasure. Indications are that no 
one in government does either. One of the reasons for 
Governor John Love's hasty exit from Washington is that he 
did keep warning of the extent of the shortage but the Oval 
Office, so familiar with listening devices, wasn't hearing 
him. President Nixon only two weeks ago went before a 
group of friendly (then) union men to assure them this 
would all be over in a few months. If he didn't know better, 
he should have. It seems obvious that the President did not 
want to believe and actually thought a continued brave front 
and public assurances could heat the homes, turn the 
machines and run the planes. Political hot air is effective 
but not that good. 


Yet all this has a strange way of catching up with the 


President. 


There has been an obvious reluctance to begin serious 


impeachment charges against Mr. Nixon for obstructing 
justice or other things that might be construed as high 
crimes or misdemeanors connected with Watergate. But 
evidence that the President is not realistically facing the 
nation's problems because he is pre-occupied could bring a 
change. And the public which Mr. Nixon has soothed and 
placated and wooed and lulled for five years could be the 
means for that change. It should be noted that those were 
truckers, once strong supporters of Mr. Nixon, who 
barricaded interstates and stopped traffic this week. The 
public is fickle. 


President Nixon's policy regarding gas rationing appears 


to be part of this political picture —let the public demand it, 
then it won't complain so bitterly when it comes. This may 
be in theory politically wise. But the demands could turn 
toward impeachment if there continues to be the let them 
eat cake attitude in the White House. Like those who live by 
the sword, the politically reliant can perish the same way. 


Blame for the energy crisis 


It is the nature of politicians to take credit where they can, 


deserve it or not, and to pass blame to the opposition with 
equal disregard for justice. 


The energy crisis is the latest example, with President 


Nixon telling us his administration has sought for months to 
get an unresponsive Congress to act and Speaker Albert 
replying that Nixon's measures constitute too little too late. 


The fact is that neither the President nor the Democratic 


leadership in Congress were able to avert the crisis. Sen. 
Henry Jackson of Washington, it is true, has been pushing 
for energy legislation for months, apparently motivated in 
part by foresight but also acting in an area in which his 
Senate position made him a logical leader and seizing an 
issue with which he thought he might be able to later fuel a 
second bid for the Democratic presidential nomination. But 
the leading edge of the crisis had arrived before either 
Congress, led by Jackson, or the Administration, acted. 


If blame or credit were worth worrying about, it should be 


pointed out that most experts seem to agree the crisis would 
have only been a shortage had it not been for the Arab 
decision to borrow on an international scale a device used 
not that long ago by American farmers —a holding-action - 
but with notably greater impact if not success. And it seems 
far-fetched to blame either side in this country for failing to 
foresee that crucial development and forestall it. 


The energy crisis and the discomfort we are told it will 


bring is bad enough. Watching political energy being 
wasted on pinning blame and pointing fingers is a foolish, 
unnecessary but probably inevitable added discomfort we 
will have to bear. 


Administering the ethics code 


The citizen board which has the difficult task of adminis- 


tering the new ethics code and financial disclosure rules for 
state officials pulled up short on two counts at its meeting 
last week. Neither obstacle should require retreat from an 
objective of informing the voters of any possible conflict of 
interest. 


First, the board decided for now that top administrators 


of the University of Wisconsin System should either be 
covered in an ethics code administered by the university or 
should fall within the exemption for "teaching personnel" 
in the new state law. This clearly was not the intent of the 
law. 


If obscure state department heads with few policy powers 


are required to file financial statements, the public is 
entitled to the same information of ranking members of the 
university administration. The composition of the citizen 
board, we believe, assures the information will not be used 
for any evil purpose as an attack on academic freedom. 


Second, the board came up against the problem of 


licensing boards for such professions as nursing and ac- 
counting. As appointees of the governor, they are covered by 
the new law. The board was told there would be mass 
resignations from these boards whose members saw no 
reasons for their fi'nances to be public records. 


This is a tough one since the boards are really state 


agencies for their professions. If their duties are purely 
procedural, there can be exemptions. But if there is latitude 
in granting licenses, any doubts that there is room for 
conflict of interest must be erased. 


Nobody said administering the new law would be easy. 


But it was a vital step, and setting policy or seeking 
amendments should be on the side of information for the 
public.

MADISON - If the conventional view of the 


professional political scientists of the country is 
to be accepted, the operations of the Wisconsin 
state government are qualitatively a notch or 
two above the average.

the manner in which it acquitted its most 
important function - the enactment of a bien- 
nial budget act. 


Want total review 


The deed was accomplished, but only after the 


kind of travail combined with frustration and 
uncertainty that was expressed in a demand for 
a review of the entire business with the idea of 
finding the means for a more effective perfor- 
mance of duty in the future. 


That search is now underway. It has started 


uncertainly and somewhat clumsily, but there 


is some assurance for the watching citizen in 
the mere fact that the attempt is underway. 
There is no more important need in the state 
government today that a hard-nosed 
re 


examination of the process by which the state 
allocates tax resources that have now risen 
above a billion dollars a year. It will continue to 
inflate as surely as future freshman legislators 
will grow discontented with .the problems of 
understanding it, not to mention controlling it. 


It is necessary to observe that the legislature 


has chosen some of its most energetic, 
thoughtful and responsible men for this exact- 
ing task. But it is equally necessary to observe 
that the chances for their success are less than 
optimistic.

experience in the legislative process and of rich 
exposure to political affairs otherwise, is a 
member of the team of diagnosticians.

Auto thefts in 1971 reached a $1 billion 


peak in cost to the American public, the 
Motor Vehicle Manufacturers Assn. 
(MVMA) disclosed. But this does not 
reflect the human toll involved. 


The MVMA estimates that a single 


month free of any auto thefts in this 
country would result in 225 fewer fa- 
talities, 12,000 fewer injuries and 19,000 
fewer days spent in hospitals by vic- 
tims. 


It would also result in 540 fewer jail 


years being imposed and 2,500 less 
teenagers acquiring criminal records. 


Statistics show that 2,700 people are 


killed each year because they are as- 
saulted while a car is being stolen or 
become involved in accidents or crimes 
resulting from the theft. The crash rate 
for stolen cars is about 200 times that of 
other automobiles. 


There's bright side 


But there is a bright side to the pic- 


ture. The MVMA disclosed that auto 
thefts in the United States in 1972 
dropped 30,000, making it the first year 
to show a decline. Early reports from 
the National Auto Theft Bureau indicate 
that so far this year the total thefts is 
down about 6 per cent from 1972. Of- 
ficials predict that this decrease will 
continue as older cars on the road are 
replaced by new models with anti-theft 
devices. 


Car manufacturers are trying to 


develop more advanced security sys- 
tems to thwart both the professional car 
thief and the transient "joy-rider." 


However, they say the best designed 


anti-theft systems are of little use, 
unless the vehicle operator takes ad- 
vantage of them. About 80 per cent of 


the vehicles stolen in 1972 were 
unlocked. 


Here's do's and dont's 


According to law enforcement ex- 


perts, the likelihood of auto theft would 
be greatly reduced if drivers: 


—Never left the keys in the ignition, 


even if the car is parked in the owner's 
garage or driveway. 


—Never placed spare keys anywhere 


in the car because an experienced car 
thief knows all the hiding places. 
- Never left packages, cameras or 


other valuables on car seats. Removed 
these temptations by placing them in 
the trunk and locking it. 


Automobiles have been the main 


vehicle theft problem but with the 
growing demand for light and heavy 
trucks, the thief's attention is turning to 
this market. Vehicle manufacturers say 
they are now trying to develop trucks 
that are not only harder to steal but 
more difficult to re-sell.

Each J.A. area has a board of direc- 


tors, made up of business, civic and 
other community leaders. These direc- 
tors set policys and procedures for their 


area in accordance with national stan- 
dards. 


Senior high students assume the res- 


ponsibility from there. 


These responsibilities include the du- 


ties of organizing, operating and 
managing their own free enterprise 
company. 


Each employe is paid a salary and is 


entitled to certain fringe benefits, such 
as business excursions to Milwaukee. 
They also may attend trade fairs. 
Practical experience is gained in actual 
business situations and all share in the 
opportunity to meet new people.

Achievement program form individual 
corporations. The chartered company 
issues stock tojraise capital, dorms 
company policy, sets its goals and 
chooses a product which they will sell 
and/or promote. Raw materials are 
then purchased and products begin to 
take shape.

Debate question: 
Full employment for all?

High schools all over the United 


States are debating the problems of 
poverty, 
unemployment, 
and 


underemployment in terms of the na- 
tional debate resolution. 


That resolution is: "Resolved: That 


the Federal Government should provide 
a program to employ all employable 
United States citizens living in 
poverty." 
This is the national debate resolution 


for the 1973-74 school year. This resolu- 
tion is discussed in high schools all over 
the United States every day — some- 
times in debate classes and sometimes 
in formal invitational debate tour- 
naments. 


A debate consists of four speakers; 


two affirmative speakers and two nega- 
tive speakers. The affirmative team 
accepts the resolution as it stands. They 
can show significant harms of the sta- 
tus-quo and come up with a new 
program, or they can present a new 
program and show the advantages of 
the program over the status-quo. 


On the other hand, the negative team 


can go about debating the resolution in 
one of three different ways. 


They can defend the status-quo and 


argue that it is doing its job. They can 
make changes within the status-quo 
without making any structural changes 
—a minor repair; or they can present a 
whole new program arguing that their 
program is better than the affirmative 
program. 


These two attitudes thus form the 


clash of opinions needed for a debate. 


A debate consists of four constructive 


speeches which are eight minutes long, 
four cross-examination periods which 
are three minutes in length, and four 
rebuttal speeches which are four 
minutes long. The debate opens with the 
first affirmative constructive speech. 


This speaker defines the terms of the 


resolution which are necessary to 
aleviate many questions about their

plan. Then the speaker usually presents 
the affirmative need case which shows 
the harm of the status-quo and the need 
for a new program. 


After this speech one of the negative 


speakers has a chance to cross-examine 
the first affirmative speaker about the 
speech. During the cross-examination 
periods, the examiner can ask questions 
to clarify unclear points, or can try to 
force the speaker to admit something he 
or she doesn't want to or to contradict 
him or herself through various ques- 
tions. 


The debate continues with the first 


negative speaker who tries to disprove 
what the first affirmative speaker has 
started. Then follows a cross-examina- 
tion by an affirmative. The next one to 
speak is the second affirmative. 


In this speech, the affirmative 


patches up what damage the first 
negative has done and usually presents 
the affirmative plan if it hasn't been 
presented in the first speech.. 


After this speech comes a cross- 


examination period by the other nega- 
tive. The final constructive speech is 
given by the second negative. 


In this speech the second negative 


usually tries to show how the affirma- 
tive plan will not work and that the 
status-quo is working up to its capacity. 


After this comes the last cross- 


examination period by the affirmative. 
This ends the constructive speeches and 


• the cross-examination periods. 


The debate then moves into the final 


round of speeches — th£ rebuttals. 


The first rebuttal is given by the first 


negative. In this speech the speaker 
usually tries to reinforce the negative
